Hundreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars worth of rare coins will go 
under the gavel Sept. 3 and 4 at 
the Garden State Numismatic 
Association’s first annual conven¬ 
tion. 

“This should be the largest 
rare coin auction ever held in 
New Jersey,” says Donald J. 
Muniz, president of East Coast 
Coin Auctions, a subsidiary of 
East Coast Coin Co., Eatontown, 
N.J., which is conducting the 
sale. 

As of May 10, East Coast al¬ 
ready had lined up consignments 
worth a quarter of a million dol¬ 
lars, Muniz reported. 

Highlights, he said, include a 
copper 1879 Stella (Judd no. 
1636) and an 1875 quarter eagle 
in about uncirculated condition. > 

The auction will take place at 
the Cherry Hill Hyatt House in 
Cherry Hill, N.J., on the middle 
two days of the four-day GSNA 
convention—itself shaping up as 
the largest coin show the state 
has ever seen. 

“We’ve got commitments on 
some outstanding coins and sets,” 
Muniz said. “We have proof 
quarter eagles and double eag¬ 
les, for example, of the same 
quality as those sold by Stack’s 
in the Garrett sale—and we 
have complete type sets of com¬ 
mon gold in exceptional condi¬ 
tion. 

“We also have a nice selection 
of middle-priced coins,” he add¬ 
ed. “In a very real sense, we'll 
have something for just about 
every collector.” 

Most of the lots going on the 
auction block will be United 
States coins, Muniz said. “Some 
“better” foreign coins also will 
be offered, though, he said. His

Convention News 

More than 100 dealers will 
have bourse tables at the Garden 
State Numismatic Association’s 
first annual convention, accord¬ 
ing to John H. Harris, general 
chairman of the four-day event. 

“We have commitments from 
70 dealers as of May 25,” Harris 
said, “and nearly 100 others 
have requested information and 
applications. Since we only have 
room for 120 tables, here’s no 
question in my mind that the 
bourse will be completely sold 
out.” 

Dealers will be coming from 
as far away as Indiana and Ohio, 
the general chairman said, and 
will include some of the best- 
known figures in the hobby. 

“Between the bourse and the 
auction,” Harris said, “showgo- 
ers will have millions of dollars 
worth of coins from which to 
choose. Details on the auction are 
reported elsewhere in this issue.” 

“We’ll also have a large ex¬ 
hibit area, an educational forum, 
and a series of special tours for 
people to take,” Harris said. 

Among the tours being plan¬ 
ned is a visit to the Philadelphia 
Mint, where the spectacular 
Louis Eliasberg coin collection 
will be on display from now 
through the end of the year. The 
Eliasberg exhibit features the on¬ 
ly complete date and mint set of 
United States coins, and also in¬ 
cludes a wide array of outstand¬ 
ing U.S. bank notes and foreign 
coins. 

Showgoers also will be offered 
a tour to The Franklin Mint and 
an outing at the historic Village 
of Smithville, a restored com¬ 
munity of old-time shops and res¬ 
taurants near Atlantic City. 

The convention will be held on 
Sept. 2-5 at the Cherry Hill Hyatt 
House—and even before the cur¬ 
tain rises on the show itself, the 
convention headquarters already 
is receiving good reviews. 

An article in the Philadelphia 
Inquirer April 25 tells how Cher¬ 
ry Hill hotels handling the Bicen¬ 
tennial overflow of visitors to 
Philadelphia, and reports that 
the arrangement is working out 
to everyone's satisfaction.

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The Educational Set 

by Dr. Nelson Aspen 

As most collectors are aware, 
the silver certificates are quite 
extensive and offer many var¬ 
ieties of design and subject mat¬ 
ter. 

Silver certificates were author¬ 
ized by acts of Congress Feb. 28, 
1878 and Aug. 4, 1886. Under 
these acts, there were five differ¬ 
ent issues. 

The third issue consisted only 
of the $1, $2 and $5 notes of the 
series of 1896. These notes make 
up the famous and ever popular 
Educational Set — the most his¬ 
torical and most artistically de¬ 
signed of all issues of our cur¬ 
rency and the epitome of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print¬ 
ing’s great craftsmanship. 

During the administration of 
President Grover Cleveland, 
BEP Chief Claude M. Johnson 
launched a campaign for the cre¬ 
ation of new designs for the na¬ 
tion’s currency. He is credited 
with advocating more artistic 
and representative designs, and 
his original plan was to use them 
on all denominations of silver 
certificates from $1 to $1,000. 

If one catalogs these notes by 
signature, the $1 note (Friedberg 
#224) bearing the signatures of 
Tillman/Morgan is the initial 
note. 

This note depicts “History In¬ 
structing Youth,” with the model 
for “Youth” being Thomas E. 
Morris Jr,, son of the chief en¬ 
graver. 

To the right on the face of the 
note, the U.S. constitution is seen. 
According to some, one of the 
front plates contained the word 
“Tranquility” spelled with two 
l’s. In the background are the 
Washington monument and the 


Capitol, and around the border 
are the names of 23 great Amer¬ 
icans encircled by a wreath. The 
note was engraved by Charles 
Schlect and G.F.C. Smillie after 
a design by Thomas E. Morris 
and Will F. Low. 

There could have been a note 
using the Tillman/Roberts signa¬ 
ture combination, but none was 
issued. The second signature 
combination was Bruce/Roberts 
(F-225). 

About 33.6 million notes of the 
first signature combination were 
printed and 23.7 million of the 
second. The face plate appar¬ 
ently started with 1 and went up 
to at least 155, while the back 
plate went to at least 80. 

The back of the note depicts 
Martha and George Washington 
and was engraved by Thomas E. 
Morris after paintings by Trum¬ 
bull and Stuart. 

The second note of the educa¬ 
tion Series is the $2 note, which 
carries the signatures of Till¬ 
man/Morgan (F-247). This note 
depicts Science presenting Steam 
and Electricity to Commerce and 
Manufacture (Industry) — in¬ 
tended originally as the design 
for the proposed $50 note. 

The note was engraved by 
Schlecht and Smillie after a de¬ 


sign by Edwin H. Blashfield (fig¬ 
ures) and Morris (frame back). 

There could also have been a 
Tillman/Roberts series, but none 
was issued. The second signature 
combination was Bruce/Roberts. 

The first note (F-247) had a 
printing of $9.6 million and the 
second (F-248) of 20,652,000 
but due to a possible records er¬ 
ror, the flatter figure may have 
been 27,600,000. The face plate 
started with 1 and went to at 
least 53, the back plate to at 
least 45. 

The back of the note carries 
the heads of inventors Robert 
Fulton and Samuel F. B. Morse, 
engraved by Lorenzo Hatch and 
designed by Morris. 

The third and final note—the 
$5 denomination—was issued in 
three signature combinations. 
Tillman/Morgan (F-268) was, of 
course, the initial issue. The de¬ 
sign features an allegorical 
group showing Electricity as the 
dominant force in the world. 

This note was engraved by 
Smillie and others (no less than 
seven) after a painting by Wal¬ 
ter Shirlaw, who was paid $800 
for the design, and the border 
elements were by Morris. 

As before, there could have 
been a Tillman/Roberts signa¬ 
ture, but none was issued and 
the Bruce/Roberts signature 
combination (F-269) was fol¬ 
lowed by the signature combina¬ 
tion of Lyons/Roberts (F-270). 

The Bureau lists the printings 
as 15,696,000 for T/M; 12,480,- 
000 for B/R and 6,756,000 for 
L/R. The face plate began with 
1 and went to at least 75, the 
back plate number to at least 
116.

The back of the $5 note shows 
the heads of heroes of the Civil 
War, Gens. Grant and Sheridan 
(Hiram Simpson Grant, who 
changed his name to Ulysses 
when he entered West Point, and 
Philip Henry Sheridan). The 
Grant portrait also was used on 
series of 1886 and 1891 $5 notes, 
and the Sheridan portrait on 
Treasury series 1890 and 1891 
$10 notes. The ornamental head 
bears a likeness to Morris' wife. 
The engraving was by Hatch and 
Smillie, after Morris design. 

At the time of issuance, Morris 
was the designer and chief of 
the Engraving Division of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print¬ 
ing, and he either designed or re¬ 
designed all three denominations 
of this series. He held his posi¬ 
tion from Nov. 1, 1893 until June 
30, 1897. 

A $10 note was to have been 
used in this series personifying 
Agriculture and Commerce. 
There also was a plan to issue 
$50, $100 and $500 denomina¬ 
tions. For several reasons, the 
latter three denominations never 
were actually printed. Plates 
were made, however, for the $10 
note, and recently graced the 
souvenir card for the ANA con¬ 
vention of 1974. 

According to Smedley, the de¬ 
sign was used on the $1,000 U.S. 
Coupon Bond in 1898. The back 
was designed by Morris, but the 
design has never been found. (It 
is known that portraits of Mc¬ 
Cormack and Whitney were pro¬ 
posed and rejected.) 

Shirlaw produced two vig¬ 
nettes for this series. One adorns 
the $5 note and the other was to 
have been used on the $10 note. 
He was especially noted for the 
vitality of his female figures and 
their dynamic poses. 

Shirlaw emigrated from Scot¬ 
land as a child of 3. He went to 
work for a private bank note 


company at the age of 12 and 
enjoyed a productive career of 
more than half a century. He be¬ 
came a painter of recognized sta¬ 
ture and produced murals for 
such public buildings as the Li¬ 
brary of Congress, and several 
vignettes for stock certificates 
and debenture forms for clients 
such as the World's Columbian 
Exposition and the Chicago Edi¬ 
son Co. 

In spite of the fact that more 
than 130 million notes were 
printed, relatively few examples 
of the “Educationals" remain to¬ 
day (and only an occasional crisp 
uncirculated one is seen). This is 
mainly due to the untiring efforts 
of one Anthony Comstock, who, 
as head of the “Watch and Ward 
Society," forced the Treasury to 
recall these notes as “obscene," 
there being too much flesh ex¬ 
posed about the face and neck. 

The notes were printed on a 
soft-finish paper which was 
much less durable than the reg¬ 
ular Crane paper, and this also 
may account in part for their 
scarcity, together with ease of 
counterfeiting due to the “over- 
engraving." Crane and Co. of 
Dalton, Mass., was the sole sup¬ 
plier of paper from 1879 to 1964. 

If one is collecting by signa¬ 
tures, he would be required to 
obtain seven notes — two $1 
notes,, two $2 notes and three $5 
notes. This series enjoyed a very 
short life, and it is regrettable 
that it was not continued longer 
and into higher denominations. 
Since our currency is always sub¬ 
ject to change, it may well be 
that allegorical figures may yet 
return to grace our paper money 
and please our esthetic senses. 

For further insight into the 
unbelievably difficult job (per¬ 
haps fiasco is a better word) of 
creating the “Educational 
Series," the reader is referred to 
“The Life and Work of Thomas 
F. Morris" by Thomas F. Morris 
II.

PART III 

THE NUMISMATIC ASPECTS 
— COLLECTORS & COLLEC¬ 
TIONS 

Starting in the year 1867, Ed¬ 
ward Maris, M.D., of Philadel¬ 
phia assembled an outstanding 
collection of New Jersey coppers. 
In 1880 he published an illustrat¬ 
ed index of his collection, made 
up at that time of specimens 
which he had collected plus a 
New Jersey type collection 
which he had purchased from 
fellow numismatist M. W. Dicke- 
son in 1876. His index, “A His¬ 
toric Sketch of the Coins of New 
Jersey,” with a plate, described 
and illustrated some 114 varie¬ 
ties and combinations exhibiting 
the “E Pluribus Unum” reverse 
and the “Horse Head” obverse 
with year dates 1786, 1787 and 
1788, plus several of the Mark 
Newbie pieces which are not dis¬ 
cussed here. 

Dr. Maris sold his collection at 
auction in 1886. His system of 
attribution was made up of num¬ 
bers (designating obverses) and 
letters (designating reverses), 
and was so complete that these 
same designations remain in use 
today, and Maris remains the 
recognized authority on the New 
Jersey coinage. 

Dr. Maris' elephant-size folios 
were printed by William K. Bel¬ 
lows of Philadelphia in 1881. 
Thirty-five of the books were or¬ 
dered, but 50 were delivered by 


the printer. The quality of the 
large plate is without equal. It is 
gratifying to know that 95 years 
ago the Father of New Jersey 
Coppers cared enough to pro¬ 
duce the finest for his fellow nu¬ 
mismatists; however, the books 
apparently did not sell very well, 
and four months following the 
sale of his collection in June of 
1886, the remainder of Dr. 
Maris' books were advertised for 
sale by Lyman H. Low for $2.75 
each. 

During the 95 years since the 
publication of “Maris,” there 
have been discovered some doz¬ 
en or so new die varieties mak¬ 
ing up some 20 new combina¬ 
tions, including new combina¬ 
tions of previously known dies. 
These new varieties and combin¬ 
ations are included in my tabula¬ 
tion of 183 die combinations. 

In 1925 the Guttag brothers, 
foreign exchange bankers in New 
York City, published a 20-page 
booklet of line drawings of all of 
the then-known varieties. This 
booklet was titled “New Jersey 
Cents” and added four new var¬ 
ieties to the list published by 
Dr. Maris. The Guttag booklet 
was published more or less as a 
substitute for the huge elephant 
folio of Dr. Maris, which could 
not be sent safely through the 
mail. 

In their preface the Guttags 
state, “The New Jersey Cents 
have been a rather neglected 
series among collectors princip¬ 
ally on account of the unwieldy 
size of the book on New Jersey 
Cents by Doctor Maris. Although 
it has been a very valuable ref¬ 
erence work for the numismatic 
world, it was so hard to handle 
that many collectors have fore¬ 
gone the pleasure of collecting 
this series.” 

In spite of this difficulty with 
Dr. Maris' book, there have been 
many excellent collections of 
New Jersey coppers assembled 
over the years. 

PART IV 

DIES AND DIESINKERS 

New Jersey coppers were pro¬ 
duced from many varieties of 
dies exhibiting distinctly differ¬ 
ent workmanship, letter punches, 
ornaments, shapes of shields and 
horses' profiles.

Schooley’s Mountain park is 
located in Morris County, off 
Camp Washington and Spring- 
town roads in the Township of 
Washington. The park has a cov¬ 
ered pavilion with 25 picnic 
tables, plus a group cooking area 
with facilities for up to 500 per¬ 
sons. There is a small swimming 
area and beach, with paddle 
boats and rowboats for rent at a 
nominal fee, and rest rooms and 
showers are available. 

In addition to traditional pic¬ 
nic sports and games, plans call 
for a coin auction, featuring lots 
submitted the morning of the pic¬ 
nic. The day’s activities are 
scheduled to start at 10 a.m. 

Tickets for the picnic are 
available now, at $1 per person, 
from Ed Smith, Picnic Chairman, 
c/o GSNA, P.O. Box 302, Cliff- 
wood, N.J. 07721. Checks should 
be made payable to GSNA. 
There is no charge for persons 
under the age of 18. 

Smith urges those planning to 
attend to purchase their tickets 


in advance, as an aid in prepar¬ 
ing the program for the day. 

Picnickers should head first for 
the borough of Chester, where 
Routes 24 and 206 intersect. 
From there, they should take 
Route 24 west approximately five 
miles, keeping an eye out for the 
Long Valley Rescue Squad build¬ 
ing on the right. The turnoff for 
the park is just a short distance 
past this building, at Schooley’s 
Mountain Road. 

There’s a sign at the intersec¬ 
tion of Route 24 and Schooley’s 
Mountain Road: "Schooley’s 

Mountain Park.” Anyone not fa¬ 
miliar with the area probably 
would miss it, though, so the best 
way to spot the corner is to look 
for the Long Valley Inn on the 
far side and a gasoline station on 
another. 

Picnickers should turn right 
onto Schooley’s Mountain Road, 
cross a small bridge, and watch 
for the Municipal Building on 
the left. About two-tenths of a 
mile beyond that, they should 
turn right onto Camp Washing¬ 
ton Road. The park is on the 
right.

firm recently opened a new for¬ 
eign coin department, headed by 
Charles Morrison, one of GSNA’s 
founders—and this, he said, will 
help generate additional foreign 
material for the auction.

The Baltimore firm of 
Franklin, Shelley & Dale is as¬ 
sisting with arrangements for the 
sale. 

Eugene T. Yotka, an East 
Coast associate, is preparing an 
auction catalog which will be 
sent to GSNA members free of 
charge, and will be available to 
others for $2.50. Distribution is 
scheduuled for the first week of 
August. 

J. Bruce Logan, a professional 
auctioneer from Sea Girt, N.J., 
with an extensive knowledge of 
numismatics and philatelies, will 
wield the gavel at the sale. 

This will be East Coast’s first 
public .auction sale. The com¬ 
pany conducted a successful mail 
bid sale late last year, however, 
and has had an impressive track 
record in recent years, first as 
one of the nation’s major mail 
order coin dealerships and more 
recently as a specialist in the 
coin investment field. 

Muniz has been involved in 
the rare coin business for nearly 
two decades. He served his ap¬ 
prenticeship as a clerk in coin 
shops operated by his brother, 
Richard, in Ft. Wayne, Ind., and 
Miami, became a junior partner 
in his brother’s business in 1966, 
then took charge of East Coast 
in 1971. 

He brings to his investor 
clients not only a deep knowl¬ 
edge of the coin business, but 
also a firm grounding in econom¬ 
ics as a whole, for he holds a 
master’s degree in that subject 
from New York University. He 
did his undergraduate work at 
Monmouth College, West Long 
Branch, N.J., receiving a bach¬ 
elor of arts degree there in 1966. 

He and his wife of 10 years, 
the former Phyllis November, 
have an 8-year-old daughter and 
a 4-year-old son. 

East Coast will be devoting 
much of its) time to auction prep¬ 
arations from now until Septem¬ 
ber, Muniz said. 

“We’re going all out to make 
this a success,” he declared. 
“And if it is, we plan to hold 
more auctions thereafter. This is 
part of a growth pattern for our 
firm—and we feel it is a very 
vital part.”
